WHEREAS, as part of that transaction, Assignor desires to formalize and finalize the 
assignment to Assignee of the patents and patent applications set forth on Exhibit A hereto 
f "Patents and Patent Applications" ) and Assignee desires to accept said assignment of the 
Patents and Patent Applications from and after the Effective Date. 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants and agreements 
contained in this Agreement and for other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and 
sufficiency of which are acknowledged f the parties agree as follows: 

1. Defined Terms . AH capitalized terms not otherwise defined herein shall have the 
meaning ascribed to them in the Purchase Agreement, 

2. Assip nmfint. Assignor does hereby assign, transfer and convey to Assignee all of 
Assignor's right, title and interest in and to the Patents and Patent Applications together 
with the goodwill of the business associated therewith as of the Effective Date. Assignor 
hereby covenants that no assignment, sale, agreement or encumbrance has been or will be 
made or entered into which would conflict with this assignment- Pursuant to the terms of 
the Purchase Agreement, Assignor will provide Assignee with documents and legal 
equivalents in Assignor's possession related to the Patents and Patent Applications and 
will assist Assignee by executing and delivering to Assignee any and all papers, 
instruments or affidavits which Assignee may present and reasonably request Assignor's 
signature in order to record assignment of the Patents and Patent Applications; provided, 
however, Assignee shall provide all such papers, instruments or affidavits and bear all 
costs necessary to complete such assignments at no cost to Assignor.
